The Galton Lecture 


The Galton Lecture for 1955 was delivered on Wednesday, 4th May, by 
Professor Sir Cyril Burt, D.Sc., D.Litt., LL.D., F.B.A., on “The Meaning and 
Assessment of Intelligence’. ‘The Chair was taken by Sir Charles Darwin and 
about 75 people were present. A vote of thanks was proposed by Dr. C. P. 
Blacker. 


The Galton Lecture for 1956 was delivered on Wednesday, 15th February, 
by Mr. Frederick Osborn on “Galton and Mid-Century Eugenics”. The Chair 
was taken by Sir Charles Darwin and some 65 people were present. <A vote of 
thanks was proposed by Sir Charles Dodds. 


Both meetings were held at Manson House, 26, Portland Place, W.1, and 
were preceded by tea.

Kugenics Review 


The Eugenics Review continues to appear under the Editorship of Miss K. 
Lane. Mr. P. R. Cox has been appointed to the Editorial Committee which con- 
sists of Dr. C. P. Blacker, Mr. Aird Whyte, Mr. Cecil Binney, Mr. C. W. Usher. 
Dr. C. O. Carter and the Editor. 


World Population and Resources 


Under the above title a report by a PEP Group, distributed by Messrs. 
George Allen & Unwin (price 30/-), was published in September, 1955. 


The Society, which was well represented on the Group, contributed finan- 
cially, and has distributed, free of charge, 75 copies of the report amongst appro- . 
priate individuals and organisations in India, Japan, the United States and various 
European countries. 


Promising Families Committee 


The Promising Families Committee met twice during the past year. Their 
first survey was completed during the year. in a rural southern English county. 
The index children to these families were nominated by the Heads of the grammar 
schools in the county. Ejighty-one, that is, 70 per cent., of the 122 couples 
approached completed the Society’s questionnaire. The findings on analysis of 
these questionnaires suggested to the Committee that further surveys would be 
worth while and that they should start with younger children. It is hoped in 
the coming year to conduct a survey from primary schools in a large county 
borough in the same southern county and also by another in a large northern 
city. 


Grants 


(a2) The North Kensington Marriage Welfare Centre. ‘The Council has 
renewed for a third year its grant of £750 per annum to the North Kensington 
Marriage Welfare Centre for the purpose of establishing in their clinic a Five 
Purposes Parenthood Centre covering family planning, treatment of infertility, 
marriage guidance, premarital health examinations and eugenic guidance. 


(b) The Family Planning Association. The Council has also renewed for a 
third year its grant of £250 per annum to the Family Planning Association for 
the investigation of the properties of bases used in chemical contraceptives. 

(c) The International Planned Parenthood Federation. On 1st March, 1956, 
the Council completed its grant of £250 per annum (agreed in 1953, to run for 
three years) to the International Planned Parenthood Federation as a contribution 
towards Headquarters expenses. 


The grants to the North Kensington Marriage Welfare Centre and The Family 
Planning Association will be completed in June and July, 1956, respectively. 


Representation at Conferences 


Dr. GC. P. Blacker attended the Fifth International Conference on Planned 
Parenthood held in Tokyo from 24th to 29th October, 1955, in his capacity of 
Vice-Chairman of the Federation. 


Mrs. Grant Duff represented the Society at the Annual Conference of the 
National Association for Maternal and Child Welfare held in London from 
22nd to 24th June, 1955. 


Representation of the Society on other Organisations 


The Council is represented by Dr. C. P. Blacker and Mr. R. Weatherall on 
the British Committee of the International Union of Family Organisations; by 
Mr. J. CG. Trevor on the Joint Committee for Anthropological Research and 
Teaching; by Dr. C. O. Carter on the National Council of Social Service; and 
by Mrs. Grant Duff on the following organisations: The National Council of 
Women, the National Association for Maternity and Child Welfare, the British 
Soeial Biology Council and the National Baby Welfare Council. Dr. Blacker has 
continued to be Honorary Secretary of the Population Investigation Committee. 


Society’s Premises 


The Society has continued to make all three rooms on its second floor avail- 
able, rent free, to the International Planned Parenthood Federation. 


Library 


During the past year 53 books have been added to the Library by gift or 
purchase; 122 books and periodicals have been borrowed, 19 of them by National 
Central Library. The Librarian has borrowed three books from the National 
Central Library for re-loan to Fellows and Members. 


The Librarian has disposed of many back numbers of journals not of special 
value to the Society; the National Central Library accepted as a gift the 
back numbers of one of these journals and, with the Council’s approval, the 
remainder were sold to a bookseller for the sum of £165.

Accounts for 1955 


The Balance Sheet and a Statement of Income and Expenditure for the 
year to 31st December, 1955, will be found at the end of this Report, together 
with a list of the Society’s Investments. 


For the year ended 31st December, 1955, Ordinary Expenditure exceeded 
Income by £294. Grants were drawn upon to the extent of £2,046. After 
taking credit for a small taxation adjustment, the excess of Expenditure over 
Income amounted to £2,336. 


A schedule of grants approved by the Council but not fully drawn is set out 
on the Balance Sheet and shows that at 3lst December, 1955, £1,660 remains 
available for the purposes described. 


The General Fund now stands at £68,608, which compares with £75,855 at 
the end of 1954,
